of children in care in 
Hackney has helped to 
shape a national trial by 
charity Fostering Network. 

As Foster Care Fortnight 
gets underway, from 13 
to 26 May, so does the 
‘Head, Heart, Hands’ 
project - a four year pilot 
in six local authority areas, 
including Hackney. 

It is based on ‘social 
pedagogy’: a European 
approach which Hackney 
social workers have been 
using for some years. It 
focuses on supporting foster 
carers to help children 
in care build stable and 
positive relationships, which 
in turn helps improve their 
long term wellbeing. 

It is based on a blend 
of academic knowledge 
(head), an understanding 
of emotions (heart), and 
practical daily activities 


work closely together to suit 
each child’s individual needs 
and understand how to help 
our children to feel safe, 
secure and confident. 

“Like many areas 
throughout the country, 
Hackney always needs 
more people who can offer 
a stable, caring home to 
a child. I’d strongly urge 
anyone who thinks they’ve 
got what it takes to get in 
touch to find out more.” 

The Council already 
employs a social worker 
trained in social pedagogy 
and, as one of six local 
authorities taking part in 
the Fostering Network’s 
project, they have been 
joined by another two 
members of staff.

Council secures protection for 
borough’s commercial space 


SUPERSTAR singer Robbie 
Williams was spotted 
filming a comic music 
video on a quiet residential 
street in Broadway Market 
this month. 


The Take That member 
whizzed up and down Beck 
Road, E8, on a pimped-out 
mobility scooter for upcoming 
single ‘Goin’ Crazy’. The 
video is a pastiche of 1 970 


film ‘Quadrophenia’ and 
imagines the film’s warring 
East End mods and rockers as 
pensioners today. 

An unlikely collaboration with 
Dizzee Rascal, ‘Goin’ Crazy’ 


is due to be released on 17 
June. Other videos shot on 
Beck Road in recent years 
include ads for Sainsbury’s, 
1 1 8 1 1 8, and scenes from 
BBC1 drama Luther. 


Cooking up a storm 


VITAL employment space in Hackney has been protected 
after the Council secured an exemption from new 
Government rules that allow offices to be turned into 
homes without planning permission. 

The Council was concerned that much of the office 
space in Hackney’s key employment areas would 
be under threat of conversion to housing, forcing 
businesses out, leading to unemployment and 
creating only expensive properties. 

The Council presented a strong bid to the Government 
to exempt these areas from the proposed change, 
and led a campaign with local MPs and support 
from local businesses. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, said: “We are pleased to 
have been granted these exemptions and will continue 
to protect space for local employment.” 

Hackney is one of only 1 7 local authorities to have 
secured an exemption. It applies to a number of areas 
of key commercial activity in the borough including 
areas in and around Shoreditch and Hoxton, Dalston and 
Hackney Central.

Festival set to open minds

Welsh has been confirmed to speak at this year’s Stoke 
Newington Literary Festival (3-9 June). 

The annual celebration of books taps into the area’s 
history as a home for radical writers and thinkers and 
again hosts an array of innovative wordsmiths. 

Irvine will be in conversation with John Niven, author of 
‘Kill Your Friends’, on 3 June. 

Bestseller Caitlin Moran and journalist Suzanne Moore will 
commemorate Mary Wollstonecraft (5 June), one of the 
founding feminist philosophers, who lived and worked in 
Newington Green. 

Other highlights include Thurston Moore of Sonic Youth 
who will jam with Hackney musicians, Phill Jupitus, Paul 
Morley, Josie Long, ‘Watchmen’ artist Dave Gibbons, 
Literary Death Match and Richard Boon’s Jukebox Fury.

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Last chance to pay 
your Council Tax and 
avoid court action 

Council Tax Reduction replaced Council Tax Benefit 
on 1 April, 2013, and if you are a claimant aged 
18-62 you will have to pay a part of your bill from 
your own pocket. 

This is due to changes in the benefits system, as only pensioners are exempt from the new 
Council Tax Reduction scheme. 

If you haven ’t paid the instalments due you may have received a final notice giving one last 
chance to avoid court action. 

B You can set up a Direct Debit to pay in instalments over the year, with a choice of four 
dates in the month to suit you: 1 st, 1 4th, 21 st and 28th - contact 020 8356 3154

THE GREEN GENIE 


All your green 
questions answered 

Q: I noticed that some of the dog poo bins in Hackney 
parks are being removed. Are there any plans to 
replace them? What can I do to clean up after my dog? 

A: The Council is removing some old dog poo bins and 
increasing provision of general waste and recycling bins. 
The Council stopped providing bins exclusively for dog 
waste some time ago. Since 1 991 , dog waste has been 
classified as general litter and can be accepted in any 
one of the Council’s 1 ,600 bins (although it should not be 
placed with recycling). Residents can also take the bags 
home and put them in with household waste. 

Responsible dog owners 
should always clean up after 
their pets as animal waste 
can be harmful - especially 
to small children. Anyone who 
is witnessed allowing a dog to 
foul in a public place, and not 
clean it up, can be handed an 
on the spot fine of up to £80 
(and faces having to pay up to 
£1 ,000 if taken to court).

Help stop the spread of measles with MMR vaccine 


PARENTS are being 
urged to protect their 
children from measles 
by ensuring they get two 
doses of the measles, 
mumps and rubella 
(MMR) vaccine. 

Measles is a highly 
infectious disease, which 
can be life-threatening, 
and recent figures have 
shown high levels of cases 
in the borough. 

Initial symptoms include 


red eyes and sensitivity 
to light, fever and white 
spots in the mouth. This 
develops into a sore 
throat and a red / 
brown spotty 
rash that 
usually starts 
on the head 
and spreads 
to the rest of 
the body. 

The Council’s 
public health team is 


working closely with 
Homerton hospital, 
Hackney Learning Trust, 
community health 
services, GPs and 
Public Health 
England to 
provide extra 
immunisation 
clinics for 
residents. 

Dr Sohail Bhatti, 
Interim Director of 
Public Health for City 


and Hackney, said: “The 
only way to protect your 
children is to make sure 
they have had two doses 
of the MMR vaccine. 
Please check whether your 
children’s vaccinations are 
up to date, and if they are 
not, contact your GP or 
visit a drop-in clinic.”

Andrew Reed 
was one of the 
most active and 
effective philanthropists 
of the first half of the 19th 
century, with much of his 
work growing out of his 
connections in Hackney. 

Reed was born in 1787, 
the son of a watchmaker 
and independent lay 
preacher. He was 
apprenticed into his 
father’s profession, 
but soon decided that 
watchmaking was not the 
career for him. 

At the age of 16, he 
joined the Congregational 
chapel in New Road, 
Whitechapel. Four years 
later, Reed entered the 
dissenting academy of 
Hackney Theological 
Seminary in Well Street 
to study under the Rev 
George Collison. 


On his 24th birthday - 
27 November 1 8 1 1 - Reed 
was ordained as the pastor 
at New Road, just eight 
years after becoming a 
congregation member. 

He stayed at New Road 
for 17 years, after which 
he began work building 
Wycliffe Chapel, also 
in Whitechapel. Seating 
2,000 people, it opened in 
1831 and Reed remained 
there until retirement. 

Reed’s philanthropic 
work began in 1813, 
aged just 26, when he 
founded the first of 
his five charities - the 
London Orphan Asylum 
- at a time when Britain’s 
involvement in wars 
with both Napoleon and 
America, as well as the 
social changes brought 
about by the Industrial 
Revolution, were affecting 
family lives and the lives 


of young children. 

At first the asylum ran 
two houses, one for girls 
in Bethnal Green and one 
for boys in Hackney Road, 
before the children moved 
into a unified site in Lower 
Clapton Road in 1825. 

The next project Reed 
undertook was founding 
the Infant Orphan Asylum 
in Hackney Road (which 
later moved to Dalston and 
then Wanstead) in 1827. 
Despite being a devout

Congregationalist, Reed 
insisted the asylum be run 
on a non-denominational 
basis to avoid enforcing 
the Anglican catechism 
that had been made 
compulsory by governors 
of similar institutions. 

When the governors of 
his own asylum demanded 
the catechism, Reed 
resigned from the board, 
although he continued to 
support it financially, and 
founded the Asylum for 
Fatherless Children in 
Richmond in 1 844 as 
an alternative. 

This was followed by 
the Idiot Asylum (now 
the Royal Earlswood 
Hospital) near Redhill 
in 1847, and the Royal 
Hospital for Incurables 
(now the Royal Hospital 
for Neuro-disability) in 
Putney in 1855. 

Reed was a talented 


social networker. At one 
fundraising dinner the 
chairman commented 
that he had given up such 
events due to age and 
infirmity, but said: “I am 
here tonight at the request 
of that great man, whose 
wishes are to me law, 
and, whose entreaties I 
felt as a command it was 
impossible to resist.” 

The speaker was Arthur 
Wellesley, First Duke of 
Wellington and hero of 
the Battle of Waterloo 
- not someone known 
to make such congenial 
remarks on a regular 
basis. In the political and 
international sphere Reed

was a liberal, advocating 
not only the abolition of 
slavery, but also the rights 
of Native Americans 
whom he said had ‘the 
highest claim to the soil’. 

Reed resigned his 
pastorate at Wycliffe 
Chapel on the celebration 
of his jubilee there 
in 1862, and died 
just three months 
later on 25 February 
1862, in his house at 
Cambridge Heath. He 
is commemorated by 
an impressive obelisk of 
polished red granite at 
Abney House Corner in 
Abney Park Cemetery, 
Stoke Newington.

The Mayor and Councillors

THIS week’s recipe is supplied by staff from Shoreditch Trust’s Food Programme, 
who work in the community to promote affordable, healthy eating, cooking skills 
and food knowledge. 

Claudia Manchanda, the Trust’s Healthy Eating Manager, said: “This is a simple, 
fragrant, light soup that can be eaten hot or cold - perfect for May weather. 

“Both fennel and pears are sources of vitamin C, potassium, copper, vitamin K, 
magnesium, iron, niacin (B6), calcium and fibre. 

“An interesting variation of this recipe can be adding raw beetroot. Fresh dill, 
grated ginger, or a slice of lemon can also add a twist to the flavour.”

Fennel and pear soup 

Makes 2-4 portions

Ingredients 

• 1 large fennel bulb, trimmed and 
sliced lengthways 

•1 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 onion peeled and finely chopped 

• 1 garlic clove peeled and finely 
chopped 

• 600ml vegetable stock 

• 1 pear cored and chopped. 

Method 

• Chop the fennel in half and then 
slice it lengthways. Chop both the 
onion and the garlic finely 


• Heat the olive oil in a large saucepan, throw in the 
onion and garlic and four tablespoons of stock. Gently 
fry until the onion is soft and add the sliced fennel with 
four tablespoons of the stock. Cook for 3 minutes on a 
medium heat 

• Add the pear and the remaining stock. Bring to the boil
